In accordance with the City’s Budget Adjustment Policy, requests for budget adjustments must 

be submitted to the Controller’s office by March 1, June 1, September 1, and November 1. 

Attached is an ordinance detailing those appropriation requests submitted by September 1 . 

They have been approved by the respective Division Head, the Controller, and the Mayor.

$3,820 Revenues from Auto Insurance need to be appropriated to cover the cost of 

repairs to a City vehicle involved in an accident.

$17,200 This is to correct Ordinance A-05-95. The original Ordinance 

appropriated these dollars from LR&S and they should have been 
appropriated from MVH. There is a disappropriation in the LR&S Fund. 

4. Cumulative Capital 

$350,000 Additional revenues from Chemical Waste escrow account to be used for 
Capital Improvement projects. This escrow account was set up through an 
agreement in lieu of annexation.
